Canadian Aid for the Benefit of the 
" Victoria "—A Liueniau 
Electrocuted. 



Trying: to Get Round the Customs Law 
Under Reciprocal Wrecking; 
Arrangements. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa. Juno 29. — The Government 
decided to grant the sum of £1,000 to tlio 
Victoria relief fuuda, as n tangible expres 
aion of the sympathy of the Canadian people 
with those who were bereft by tho awful 
disaster of last Thursday. 

J. R, Arnoldi's case has been further con- 
sidered. The Government have decided 
not to interfere with the sentence. Anioldi 
has still ten weeks more to serve in jail. It 
ia said his health is greatly suffering. 

The Comptioller of Customs has declined 
to accede to the request of tho Hamburg 
Steamship company to allow American 
wrecking appliances to bo brought to Que- 
bec freu of duty, for the purpose of tempor- 
arily repairing the steamer Wundrahm, 
which was wrecked below Quebec, sonic 
weeks ago, in order that the vessel maybe 
taken to Boston to dock there. Comptroller 
Wallace says there is a first- class dry dock 
at Quebec, with skilled labor. If the own- 
ers want to take tho vessel to Boston thoy 
must pay duty for tho material they bring 
in. The reciprocal wrecking arrangement 
does not apply to this case, as tho St. Law- 
rence, at Quebec, is not contiguous water. 

Geo. Barbeau, a lineman of the Standard 
Electric Light Co., was electrocuted this 
morning. While connecting tho broken 
ends of live vviies he received a shock of a 
thousand volts through his body, and ex- 
pired immediately on being lifted down 
from the crosaurm of the pole. 

A furmera' meeting to discuss tariff mat- 
ters will bo held at Cornwall tho week after 
next. Several Ministers will attend. 

The Department of the Interior has just 
issued for distribution, principally at tho 
"World's Fair, an oflioial lea tlet of informa- 
tion pertuining to tbo Dominion.

Interview With Ex-President Hum- 
sou, Win) is Rather 
Reticent. 



The London Silver Market in a State 
of Crisis— A Reaction 
Not Unlikely. 

New York, Juno 20. — Ex-President 
Ilurrison arrived in this city this afternoon, 
and will remain until Monday, when he 
leaves) for Capo May to spend July and 
August. A reporter put tho following 
questions to him on tho silver question. 
" After tho passage of the Sherman silver 
law, silver sold at 129, now it ia G2. How 
do you account for this shrinkage ?" 

" I would profer not to discuss his sub- 
ject now," was the answer, " but every- 
body knows thut the Sherman law was only 
an expedient. Sherman, Aldricht and many 
other Republicans recognized that fact, and 
Sherman's Bilver bill was passed in prefer- 
ence to something worse." 

"lb is interesting," went on tho ex-Presi- 
dent, "to note tho attitude taken by our 
Democratic friends at present. They are 
appoaling to tho Republicans to be patri- 
otic, an appeal which we have seldom failed 
to respond to; but previous to the paBsugo 
of the Sherman law, when tho Republican 
administration was struggling with the 
financial question, the great aim of our 
Democratic friends was to put Harrison in u 
hole. I don't say this to excuso Republi- 
cans from being patriotic now and helping 
out tho present administration, but only to 
point a contrast." 

*'Dr> you expect the Sherman bill will bo 
repealed J" 

"1 don't care to speak about that. I 
don't know how woli in hand the President 
may have the wild team he is driving." 

In answer to a question as to whether ho 
attributed the present financial crisis to the 
(•(foots of the Sherman law, he said that he 
thought a great deal more blame was laid at 
the door of the Sherman law than it de- 
served ; bub its repeal might tend to restore 
public confidence if only by working upon 
the imagination of the public. 

The Evening Post's special cable from 
London says : The silver market today 
was in a state of absolute crisis. Bars 
dropped to 31% pence. There was a small 
business for tho continent. 

Helena, Mont., June 29. — Ex-Governor 
Haueer, chief officer of the Helena smelter, 
which is turning out about §300,000 in bul- 
lion every month, says it will not close, us 
there is enough gold and lead in the ores of 
Montana to keep it running in spite of the 
low price of silver. Ex -Governor Huuser 
says the present situation will cause a reac- 
tion in favor of silver. 

Simla, June 29 —The Indian government 
is discussing the claim of the various banks 
which huve £1,600,000 iu silver now on 
passage to India, and which want compen- 
sation for depreciation in value on the 
metal arising from the action of '.he govern- 
ment in stopping the treo coinage of silver. 
It is aaid the government is inclined to se- 
cure the banks against loss.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Mr. Gladstone Restricting Discussion 
on the Home Rule Bill- 
Affairs iu Siain. 



The Silver Question— Government Does 
Not Anticipate a Serious 
Pall in Values. 



LONDON, Juno 29. — In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day, Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladstone 
moved tho adoption of tho resolution, the 
terms of which were read in the House yes- 
terday, providing for tho quicker pasaago of 
the Home Ru'o Bill. In speaking to this 
motion, Mr. Gladstone said that the Gov- 
ernment would not feel justified in sanction- 
ing any intermission in tho business of tho 
House by prorogation, or adjourning Parlia- 
ment until the Homo Rule Bill was passed 
and the subsidy voted The resolution was 
absolutely necessary. It was as considerate 
as he could possibly contrive. Without 
resorting to some method of closure it would 
tuko more than twelve months to pass the 
bill in committee of tho whole. The 
character of tho amendments was such 
that, if they wore accepted, they would 
destroy the bill. The Government had 
other important measures with which he 
hoped the House would have time to deal 

Right Hun. A. J. Balfour, leader of tho 
Opposition, asked " How can proposals cur- 
tailing the liberty of discussion of tho Homo 
Rule bill be a necessity, when tho Prime 
Minister, iu the same breath, states that 
there is plenty of timo to settle other ques- 
tions t" Continuing, Mr. Balfour said that 
it was party necessity and not parliamentary 
necessity that inspired tho resolution, 
Nothing but the whole energies of Parlia- 
ment during tho whole session were adequate 
to tho Home Rulo bill. Tho Government 
wished to evade discussion on a new consti- 
tution affecting the United Kingdom. Mr. 
Balfour denied that there was a parallel to 
the closure resolution. Tho Crimes bill of 
1S87 was urgent, while the Home Rule bill 
was not. He defended tho amendments to 
the bill, saying that though they were 
numerous, none of them were obstructive. 

Mr. Russell, champion of the mon of 
Ulster, moved the rejection of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Chaplin, President of the Board of 
Agriculture under tho last Salisbury ad- 
ministration, moved that as a protest 
against the conduct of tho ministry, un ad- 
journment be taken. 

Mr Chuplin's motion to adjourn was de- 
feated by a voto of SOS to 270 

Mr. Russell's motion to amend, practically 
to nject, was defeated on the same division. 

In reply to a question us to the situation 
in Slum, Sir Edward Grey, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Foreign Office, stated that 
one British war ship was already at Bang- 
kok, the capital of Siam, Another was on 
the way, and a third was ready to proceed 
there if her presence was required. France, 
he added, had warned the Siamese Govern- 
ment that a French 11 et going to Saigon 
may be sent to Bangkok, if the situation 
demanded their dispatch to tbo capital. 
The French Governmi nt had given assur- 
ance that tho British Government would re- 
ceive notice before a fleet WaS ordered to 
Bangkok 

Further inquiries were made in the House 
of Commons to day regarding the effects of 
the action of I ho India Government in 
stopping the free coinage ol silver. In re- 
sponge, Mr. G. Russell, Parliamentary sec- 
retary of the internal office, said tint 
neither the G overnment of India nor the 
financial committee expected prices in India 
to be materially altered under tho new cur- 
rency arrangements. 

Right Hon. G. J. Gosohon, who was 
chancellor of the exchequer in the last cab- 
inet of Lord Salisbury, asked whether the 
Herschel committee and the Government 
had been prepared for tho great fall that 
had already occured in tho prices of silver. 
Would not, be inquired, the fall modify the 
views of tho Government and the commit 
tee ? 

Mr. Russell said he could not answei for 
the Herschell committee. With regard to 
the Government, he would leave Mr. Go- 
schen to form his own opinion. 

Mr. Gladstone said that tho Government 
had the impression that there was no like- 
lihood of any serious fall in the value of 
produce in India. In case such a fall 
should occur, he would readily state tho 
views of the Government. 

Rt. Hon. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, and Mr. Balfour, leader of the 
Opposition, introduced jointly in the House 
of Commons yesterday a bill enabling the 
Congested Districts Board in Ireland to tic- 
quire laud to bo occupied by migrating ten- 
ants. 

After some discussion, Mr. Balfour 
agreed to conclude tho offering of amend- 
ments at seven o'clock to-day and Sir Wil- 
liam Haroourt consented to adjourn the 
house. The members rose ft few minutes 
after 4 o'clock. 

It is calculated by the Government sido of 
the House that tho session will be ad 
journed in the first week of September and 
that the autumn session will begin about 
Lho last of October. 

In the House of Lords to day, Lord Dun- 
raven, Conservative, asked what tho gov- 
ernment had done to secure tho execution 
of treaty obligations with France regarding 
Newfoundland. Ho also desired informa- 
tion as to whether tho arbitration of the 
questions at issue would proceed and tho 
modus viveudi between Franco and Great 
Britain bo renowod. 

The Marquis of Ripon, Secretary of State 
for tho Colonies, declined to make any 
pledgo as to the Government's futuro action. 
Franco, ho said wus willing to extend 
tho operation of tho net that expired this 
year. Much must depend upon the action 
of tho government of Newfoundland. 



DISTRESSED VETERANS- 

Two Old British Soldiers Discharged From 
Exposition Employment and 
In Distress. 

Washington, Juno 29.— It is understood 
that instructions have been sent from the 
British legation to tho British consulate nt 
Chicago for a thorough investigation into 
the circumstances under which two of tho 



British soldiers, until recently appearing in 
the British military tournament at Tatter- 
sal's in that city, were summarily dis- 
charged without being possessed of any 
means of support, and compelled by forc-j of 
oircumstances to become inmates of the 
Cook county poorhouso. It is uudorstood 
that tho votoruns were brought to thiB coun- 
try under stiict contract regulations, the 
consent of tho authorities of tho War Office 
having been necessary to enable them to 
appear in a foroign country. Should tho 
investigation support tho factB that have 
been cabled to the Foreign department, and 
in responso to which the question haB been 
referred to the British ambassador, it is 
probablo that funds will bo forthcoming 
for the return of th<< men to London. How 
far those concerned in their dismissal can 
bo held. responsible cannot be decided until 
th« contract by which the men were given 
permission to come to this country has been 
legally interpreted. 

ILL-FATED " VICTORIA." 



Orders to Abandon Only Given a 
Minute Before She Went 
Over. 

The Vessels Were Locked for Eight 
Minutes— The Coast Strewn 
for Miles. 



London, June 20. —A dispatch from Bei- 
rut says : Tho Camperdown and Victoria 
were locked eight minutes. Two minutes 
after they wore unlocked the forepart of the 
Victoria was submerged. The order to 
abandon tho ship wus given only a minuto 
before sho lurched over. Chaplain Morris 
ost his life while trying to save tho sick. 
The coast near Tripoli is strewn with debris 
for five miles. 

Vice-Adiniral Sir Michael Culme Sey- 
mour, commander-in-chief of tho British 
Mediterranean station, has been appointed 
to succeed Vice Admiral Sir Goorge Tryon, 
who lost his life by tho foundering of the 
Victoria.

They, 
however, said they would soon be able to 
prove him, and as an agreement hud been 
signed, they had to go through it now that 
they had gone so far. Tiny could see he 
knew nothing of the river or gold mining and 
the priest at Fort George told them ho had 
never even been us far as Fort Georgo. How- 
ever they went on to Giscombe Portage and 
there Sampson treated them all with great 
brutality, even Mr. Fissiault's son and 
L'iperrieri being denied the oomnionens 
necessities, Sampson's cats and dogs being 
supplied with tho best. Ho threatened to 
shoot any man who disobeyed_ him. After 
many mad actions and unvaried ornelty to 
those under him, they arrived at Summit 
lake, where ho ordered them to make boats. 
He sent one man down the river to watch 
and spy on Dr. Fissiault, and told him ho 
would reward him well, that ho would Bend 
the others awuy und that he was to return 
and go with him to tho Coast. Tho yoang 
man told Mr. Laperrieri of the plot and wua 
told to go, but they contrived to send 
another man with him unknown to Samp- 
son. The two poor fellows wcro almost 
drowned, and arrived at Fort George waist 
deep in water in the canoe and exhausted. 
Meantime Sampson sent a messsgo to La- 
perrieri that the men were all discharged. 
Ho gave them one day'i food and ordered 
them to get into a small canoe, daring 
them to touch tho scow or provisions. 
Ho walked in front of the storehouse, &fc 
Giscon.be, with a loaded rifle resting ag&insi 
the door and a revolver in his hand at 
half-cock. Mr. Liperrieri determined tc 
arrest him there, aud telling the men how 
to aot, they grudually camo nearer Sampson 
under pretence of asking for their wuges. 
Ho told them they would get to Ottawa the 
best way tbey could, and that he would 
give an order on M. Fissiault there. At 
the words from Mr. Laperrieri, " Arrest 
him," they sprang upon him and took away 
his arms. Mrs. Sampson was locked in the 
storehouse with a shotgun. They ordeied 
her to hand out tho gun, and then opened 
the store. Taking provisions to load the 
scow, they started for Fort George, where 
they ai rived that night. Mr. Laperrieri 
lefi Sampson at Fort George, in charge of 
the Hudson Buy Company's clerk there, and 
under guard, till he should get a warrant 
for Sampson's arrest. On arriving at Ques- 
nelle, he found Dr. Fipsiault had left the 
day before for Giscombe with a man sworn 
as a special constable. They are expected 
to arrive with Sampson to-morrow, and tho 
C ise will probably be tried hero by Judlje 
Cornwall, who will hold court on tho 27ih 
inst. 

A party of surveyors ore hero, headed by 
Mr. Poudrier, on their way to the Nichuco 
country, only Beventy miles from Quesnolle 
in the Westminster district. People whff 
have been hero, both lust year and this 
spring, preempting land, say it is tho 
finest they have ever been on. Four men 
from Oregon last month came up and aro 
going to sell out und go there. They say it 
is past description, and were more than do- 
lighted. Mr. Poudrier siid yesterday th&l 
it, in hi6 opinion, was the fincBt land under 
the sun. So much for Neohaoo ; a railway 
nnd roads will surely soon follow, after such 
a report. The party for tho Government 
surveyors also passed through this week for 
Peace river. Tho weather delayed then 
greatly owing to tho river rising so much. 
Tho weather has been greatly unsettled 
and there has been no summer yet. The 
rain every day is making splendid caops for 
the farmers, who sny they never havo had 
better prospects, 

STEVENS' EXPLANATIONS. 

The Ex U. S. Minister Hawaii SpcnhB »B 
tho Situation. 

Augusta, Mo., Juno 29.— Ex-Minister 
Stovena, of Honolulu, spoko to-night on 
Hawaii and annexation, justifying his course 
in raising tho American flag. Ho elaimed 
to havo followed the precedent of both par- 
ties, and that royalty died at Honolulu of 
its own rottenness. Tho flag raising was 
done at tho requtst of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment and aftor deliberate consultation. 
Millions of American property had to be 
protected from anarchy. Tho duty of the 
American Minister was plain. Toere vras 
no timo to delay. Wiltz simply followed 
tbh tenor of instructions issued undersecre- 
tary Bayard's administration for use in such 
an emergency. Mr. Stevens said ho did not 
believe President Cleveland intended to give 
up tho ground gained, or tho American peo- 
ple refuse to do their duty in tho premises.

London, June 29 —Two Anurchists havo 
been arrested for posting placards calling a 
meeting to denounce tho lavish expendi- 
tures for the coming w. dding of tho Duko 
of York and Princess May, " while thou- 
sands uro starving in London," and charac- 
terizing tho wedding couplo as " Royal 
vermin."

HOMEWARD BOUND. 

Incidents of the " Warsplte's " Voyage to 
Kngland— The Storm off 8ou.li 
America. 

Tho Naval and Military Record publishes 
the following from its correspondent at Rio 
Janeiro, nnd dated from that port May 18 : 

" I'he Warspite, ciuiser, ia well on her 
way home, and may be expected to arrive in 
England about the middle of June. Before 
she left Valparaiso a banquet was given to 
the admiral and olDcers by the President of 
Chili, Admiral Montt. The president, in 
tho course cf a highly eulogistic speech, re- 
ferred to tho great services rendered b) the 
English Beet during the revolution of 1801, 
and said that the name Warspite would be 
blazoned in lottera of gold in the annuls of 
Chili, because of the hutnano interference of 
the ship (itiring the bombardment of 
Iquiqui. A few days later another banquet 
was given to tho officers of the foreign ships 
of war then present, by tho Circuit) Naval — 
the Chilian Naval club— and similar speeches 
were given. 

"Tho French fligsbip Dubordieu left 
Valparaiso on tho 22ud of April for Monte- 
video, en route for France, and tho next day 
the Waispito left for Coquimbo to take ',n 
stores beloro proceeding to Sandy Point in 
the Magellan Straits, to moot tho new flag- 
ship Royal Arthur. 

'• While at Coquimbo, the Warspito Dra- 
matic company gave a representation of tho 
'Area Belle ' ut tho theatre, in aid of Sun 
Pablo Hospital Thero was a largo attend 
ance, and several hundred dollars weio 
realized. 

" Ihn eclipsn of tho sun being about to 
como off, the Melpomene was dispatched to 
Cart is il B*jo to witness it, and as this was 
tho last time sho would Bee tho flagship, on 
leaving tho hurbor her crew manned the 
rigging und gave threo farewell cheers, 
which wore heartily returned. 

" Tho Warspito left Cotiuimbo on tho 
24 h, and arrived threo days latnr at Cor- 
onel. A football match was played here, 
resulting in a hollow victory for tho nuvy, 
and then tho ship moved on to Talcahuano 
to await tho mail steamer, whioh arrived 
tho a&nie day, so iu the evening 



sho left for Sandy Point. All went well for 
threo duys, but on tho fourth n_ heavy gale 
was encountered, tho wind blowing at a force 
estimated at ' 11.' The ship weathered it 
capitally, however, though tho seas washed 
her fore and aft, and their size compelled 
her to lay-to them instead of heading for the 
Straits, where there was ubaoluto calm. 
After four duys a chance occurred of turn- 
ing her round, and the following day she 
arrived ut Sandy Point, whore tho Royal 
Arthur was alroutly anchored, being three 
or four days ahead of her time. 

"During tho time taken in transferring 
tho command, tho men of both ships were 
entertained until tho 4th May, whon tho 
Royal Arthur left for Coronel, on route for 
E quimult. Tho WurBpito took in coal and 
left next day for Rio, whero she arrived on 
the 10th. In the evening a very successful 
entertainment, called a comedy opera, was 
given by tho gun-room officers, and was 
much enjoyed by all. All hands being busy 
coaling ship no leuvo has been given, and 
tho present intention is to leave for St. Vin- 
cent on the 20th instant.''

Further News Prom tho Sealing Fleet 
—The Macduiald is Topliner— 
A Corpse iu the Boat. 



The Coast Catch Up to Date— Northern 
Canneries "Fairly In It"— 
The Quadra Returns. 

The present scarcity of seals in the North 
Pacific occasioned tho return of a third seal- 
ing schooner yesterday afternoon, this one 
tho Favorite, iu command of Capt. McLean. 
Sho brings upwards of 3,400 skins, of which 
1,304 are her own, 900 odd boiuff from the 
E. B. Marvin, and between eleven and 
twelve hundred from tho Ocean Belle, which 
she took on hoard off Kodiak Island on 
June 12. Since parting with these vessels 
tho Favorite spoke no other schoonera. A 
keen lookout for seals, however, was kept 
on tho way home, but with no results. At 
Clayoquot the schooner stopped to land her 
IndUn hunters. During the cruise some of 
thu Favorite's crew heard indefinitely that 
i echoouer with Indian hunters had been 
Boized. The Black Diamond waa reported 
to have picked Up a boat from a whaling 
vessel winch contained a dead body. 

IlKTUItN' Or' THK (jUADKA. 

Ti.fj Government steamer Quadra, freshly 
painted, arrived in port laat evening, hav- 
ing been engaged for tho past three weeks In 
tho Gulf of Georgia and on the Eraser river. 
Probably the most important work done 
was that of locating tho rock in Portier 
Puss upon which the collier Romulus found- 
ered aomo timo ugo. At this job two days 
wero spent, and the little steam launch, the 
Quadra's latest addition, proved most ubo- 
ful. The water is very rough at the place, 
and had it not been for tho little craft's ser- 
vico it is doubtful if the rock would have 
been located. Aa has been previously stat- 
ed, the exact hearings of the reck were re- 
ported to the Admiralty by Capt. Wulbrun. 
Wliile uwoy tho Quadra attended to tho 
buoys on the Sund Heads of the Eraser, and 
found three of those which were missing 
from there, two being located in Howe 
Sound. After conveying the machinery for 
the new fog alarm station, on Entrance 
Island, from Vancouver to the proper place, 
thoateamerproceededto Departr.ro Bay to 
coal, and from there went to Aotivo Pubs, 
whero Chief Engineer Grant supervised the 
erection of some machinery. 

NEWS FROM Tltli NORTH. 

Word waa brought from the North by the 
steamer Barbara Boscowitz, which arrived 
yesterday, thut tho canneries on the Skeena 
river hud about an average puck of l,G0O 
esses of salmon on Friday last, while those 
on the Naas hud on the same day an average 
of 800. This waa the principal news by tho 
steamer. Her cargo was made up of dog 
fish oil from Queen Charlotte Islands, a few 
turs nnd a quantity of box lumber. Besides 
the fifteen Indians who arrived on her there 
were only two white passengers, H. Lb 
Aruudell and T. Derrick.

There 
should bo enough of it for all purposes and 
it) should be so pure that no one could 
roaaonably find fault with it. The comfort 
and the health of the citizens in a very 
groat measure depend upon their having a 
plentiful supply of pure waer. Such u 
supply is within reach of tho corporation. 
Why do they not avail themselves of it ? 
Instead of that they have very ingeniously 
Contrived to m.ke the water of Elk lake 
moro impure and more unpjlatable thau it 
is naturally. 



THE COURT OF REVISION. 



Wo observe that at the Court of Revision 
many of those who appealed from the oili- 
oial assessment obtained t eductions. When I 
iho Court took into consideration the cases 
of tho appellants and found that their as- 
sessment was too high, did they lower the ! 
| assessment on adjoining properties which ! 
are in precisely tne same situation ? If it is 
found that A's property has, for instance, 
been rated twenty per cent, too high, will 
they allow the lots of li and C immediately 
adjoining, and which are under precisely 
the same conditions in every respect, to re- 
main, as they have virtually adjudged, over- 
valued ? If a property owner ia u lover of 
peace and not disposed to kick when ho ia 
sharply squei z d by I ho City Assessor, is 
ihat any reason why he should be uiijuslly 
treated ? It muat be admitted Uat allow- 
ing him to bo assessed ten, twenty, thirty, 
•r any per cent, over his neighbor, who is 
aiin.iirly situated aud whose property is 
worth neither more nor less than his, is 
treating him unjustly. 

If tho Court of Revision decide that A's 
property shall bs assessed at a rate lower 
than the official assessment because he has 
appealed, ami leaves li's property, which 
Slioy know is worth no more than A's, to be 
osao-:aed at tho Asse-bor'a valuation, they 
not only allow an injustice to be committed, 
l>ut they place a premium on kicking. It 
«eeni3 to us that if A's valuation ia to be 
revised, common sense and common justice 
require B's to be revised us well. The 
Corporation profdsses to treat all ratepayers 
alike. They do not propose to make lish of 
ono und flosh of another. All property of 
the Bamo class and in the same, or nearly 
the same, situation should he assessed alike. 
To ullow lot No. I, for instance, to bo 
valued at eay $001), w hile they permit lot 
No. 2, which robomblea it in every respect 
as much as one p'-a does another, to remain 
at §S00, ia certainly not doing justice. It 
may bo said t hut the owner of lot No. 2 
should have appealed, That is nothing to 
the purpoeo. He may havo not known 
tlio value of his pr perty, or he 
may havo considered it worth a great doal 
more than its true value. The Corporation 
is surely not going to tako advantage of his 
ignorance. Tney, wo presume, desire to as- 
sess property at what it is really worth. 
Bnt do they uat on thia principle when they 
asBOSn a man's property at what their own 
officials decide is moro than its fair value. 

As it ia the duty of the Court of Revision 
to revise the official assessment, they should 
surely mako the revision thorough. Thore 
is neither Bouse nor juBtico in assessing it in 
fljots, and that too at tho dictation of dis- 
contented ratepayers. A partial revision 
must nccoBsarily bo uu unjust reviaion. The 



request that all ratepayers bo treated alike 
ia a reasonable one. 

THE A At ERl CAW h r A Y. 

Wo see that lawyers in the United Stutes 
aro in tho huhit of abusing their profes- 
sional privilege when they get an unhappy 
fellow-oreaturo on the witneas-stand. The 
Uregouiau, when describing how witness, s 
uro bullied and contemned iu tho courts of 
the Western States, uses very strong 
language, but it what it saya of tho treat- 
ment which witnesses receive in thoao 
courts ia at all near the truth, not by any 
mruus too atrong. The following ia tho 
concluding paragraph of its long and vigor- 
ous article on the subject : 

1 he worat feature is tho browbeating and 
abuse "f witnesses. No respectable person 
can take tho stand aa a Witness in an im- 
port ant criminal trial without being made 
to feel that lie ought to bo arrested and 
tried himsolf. Witnesses are badgered 
and bullied, asked questions, apparently 
innocent, but in such an insulting tone 
of voioo and with auoh suggestive em- 
phasis that they naturally becomo con- 
fused and hesitate to answer and wish 
themselves anywhere else than in court 
discharging their duty as citizens From 
this sort ot treatment there is no protec- 
tion by the curt The court has difficulty 
in enfuicing a semblance of icsp.ct for itself 
and is powerless to nhield witnesses. It may 
be said that the judges uro themselves re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs, but 
that is true only in pirt. Some judges of 
decisive oharacier aro able to subdue the 
riot of discourtesy and disrespect and make 
a criminal trial a little less like a Dunny- 
bronk fair, but tho trouble is too deep tor a 
single judga to remove it, This coarseness 
has become thoroughly ingrained, and it is 
not to be supposed that a man who bus acted 
like a boor at the bur will become ut once a 
Chester field on thq bench. What the courts 
of tho West need ia an evolution in good 
manners, from the depu y sheriff to the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, bo that 
the next generation will wonder what we 
mean now when we say it is worse to see u 
crime than to commit it. 

The bid treatment of witnesses by coun- 
sel, bi sides being brutally discourteous, ia 
exceedingly bad policy. The moat success 
fill cross-examiners uro those who treat wit 
nesses gently and with politeness. They 
apeak to the men and women whom they 
examine und crosa-exumino in such a way as 
to interest them and to throw them off their 
guard. Cousrqueutly if a witness is not 
telling tho truth, he is led uncon 
8ciously to betray himself. It is u 
doing this that the croca-exuminer 
who is courteous and kind, aud who poa 
Besses brains aa well, shows hia superiority. 
The lawyer who begins by bullying a wit 
nesa and by epeaking to him hi a contempt 
uou3 way raises, an antagonism at once 
Tho witness is indignant. He looks upon 
the mun who is questioning him as hia 
enemy, who ia deteru ined to do him all the 
harm he can, so he speedily makes up his 
mind to give him aa little satisfaction as 
possible. This does not help tho examining 
counsel to discover tho weak places in tho 
witness's testimony, and does not lead him 
to make admissions damaging to tho side he 
deBirea to holp. Roughness und rudeness on 
tho part of cuuuael are touch more frequently 
a sign of want of ability and knowledge 
thau of intelligent z.ial iu the cauao of hia 
clieut. The blunderer much more frequently 
geta angry on account of his own failuio to 
get out of the witueaa tho information he 
wants, than because he believes that the 
truth is purposely withheld or because he ia 
convinced that the witness is g'viug fulse or 
one aided testimony. The failure of the 
CourtB in the Western States to protect the 
badgered and insulted witness is sin. ply out- 
rageous. If the witness is honest and truth- 



doned because they were not guilty, thon 
they are entitled to compensation aa Well as 
pardon. It is a dreadful thing to deprive 
men of their liberty for aix years, and also 
to fusten on them the odium of having com- 
mitted a hoinoua and an inhuman crime. But 
do not soo that tho Governor of Illinois 
is prepared tc continue hia course of action 
to its logical results. Ho does not Bay any- 
thing about paying these men for their lost 
time or compensating them as far as money 
can compensate them for tho injury done to 
their characters and prospecta. If ho bo- 
lievea that iho Anarchists havo been con- 
sumed unjustly, ho should ho prepared to 
advocate paying them tho whole debt 
that society in that case honestly owes them. 
Pardoning them was only tho beginning of 
tho work of restitution. But tho probabil- 
ty ia that tho court and jury who con- 
demned these men, did righteously, and that 
limy wnro treated better than they deserved. 

A SILLY ACCUSATION- 

Tho Westminster Columbian when deny- 
ing that thu petition aent to tho Governor- 
Governor from British Columbia was for tho 
separation of the Mainland and Vancouver 
Island, as erroneously Btated by our Ottawa 
correspondent, attributes the statonient to 
tho Attorney- General of this Province. It 
saya : "In thu light of tho fact that Premier 
Uvio is now and bus been for some days 
t Ottawa, the meaning seems obvious. The 
despatch has doubtless been scut by the 
bief Government organ's correspondent at 
the instigation of Mr. Davie.'" Thu editor 
of the Columbian on this mere surmise ac- 
es Mr Davie of misrepresentation. This 
ws what the Columbian's accusations' aro 
worth. It knows nothing whatever about 
Mr. Davie's movements in Ottawa. It doea 
not know whether t he Colonist's correepond- 
ontsaw orspokoto Mr. Davie. Iu fact, it man- 
ufactures its accusation out of nothing, It 
is, besides, so intecaely stupid as to assert 
thut Mr. Davie would go to the trouble to 
instigate a newspaper correspondent to tele- 
graph a misstatement to Victoria as to a 
matter of fact which ia of no consrquenoe ut 
all, and which could bo exposed oy 
ai y one who had read the petition 
and remembered its purport. Tho prob- 
ability is that our correspondent had not 
seen Mr. Divie, for if ho had he would 
have corrected his misapprehension with 
regard to the nature of tho petition for 
warded to the Governor-General. The 
statement contained in our telegram was 
natural one. So much had been said about 
secession some time ago by n few noisy 
British Columbia agitators that people in 
the ICast would concludo that the subject 
matter of the petition related to it and not 
to the disallowance of the Act providing for 
the erection of a public building in Vic 
toriu. Nothing could be more childish and 
ailly than to magnify audi a simple miatake 
into a misstatement manufactured for poli- 
tical effect. The only effect it has had is 
to expoae the shallowness and malevolence 
of the Westminster Columbian. 
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ful it is shunn ful to allow him to be abused. 
If he is disposed to suppress the truth, or 
to say what is fulse, scolding him and treat- 
ing him with contumely is not by any means 
the best way to prevail upon him to speak 
the truth.

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CHICAGO ANARCHISTS PARDONED 

The pardoning of Fielden, Neebo and 
Schwab, the anarchists who had been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life, by Governor I 
Altgeld has caused aome excitement in the 
United States. It, will he remembered that 
theso men, will] others, were tried for 
throwing a bomb into a brigade of police- 
men. Six'y fci.t men were wounded by the 
explosion, of whom seven died. This dia- 
bolical crime created a perfect furor in tie 
United iStatca against the anarchists, and 
the excitement had not by any means sub- 
sided when their trial took place. Seven of 
the anarchiata were found guilty of murder 
and aentenced to bo hanged. Noebe wus 
sentenced to fifteen years' imprisonment. 
Four of the men were executed, Lengg com- 
mitted suicide in priaon. The sentences of 
Schwab und Fielden were commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. 

It is now siid that the men were not 
fairly triod, that tho churgea were not 
proved against them, and that thero were 
many and serious irregularities in the pro- 
ceedings of the Court. Ir, is also said that 
the men have been punished sufficiently, 
that aix yeara' imprisonment aro sufficient 
to expiate the crime of which they had bten 
guilty. 

It seems that the reasoning of those who 
advocated the pardon of tho men ia singu- 
larly lame. If tho men were guilty, if they 
had conepired to kill thu officers of the law 
in the performance of their duty, iu such a 
way aa to run tho ritk of killing and 
mangling bystanders, they deserved tho 
severeat punishment thut the law could in- 
flict. Society cannot ufTord to temporize 
with persons c ipablo of committing such a 
horrible outrage Tho sentiment which 
would interfote to mitigate the sentence of 
the law against such ofl'eiidera is a fulae 
sentiment, and iB, besides, only a littlo leas 
mischievous than tho crimo itsolf. If over- 
men deserved to be hanged, tho men who 
were guilty of preparing the explosives and 
throwing the bon.bs did. 

But it is said that tho crimo was not

Tho official enthronement of Rt. Rev. 
William Wilcox Perrin, D.D., as Bishop of 
the Diocese of Columbia, took placo yester- 
day morning, as a preliminary to tho meet- 
ing of the Synod. Tho ceremony was at 
Christ church cathedral at 8 o'clock, the 
Bishop being mot at tho door by the church 
choir and a procession of tho clergy, by 
whom ho was escorted to tho altar. Tho 
opening services wero conducted by Ven. 
Archdeacon Scriven, ufter which Bishop 
Perrin made the customary declaration. 

The Bishop wus then accompanied to his 
chair by Ven. Archdeacon Scriven, by whom 
ho was formally enthroned. 

After the services, the members of tho 
Synod adjourned to the school room, where 
the session was opened and the Bishop de- 
livered the following address : 
" My Reverend Brethren, and Urethral of the 
Lai tn : 

My first words to you must bo to express 
my most eiucuro thanks for the way in 
which I have been received in this Diocese. 

Tho act of thanksgiving and prayer in tho 
Cathedral upon the evening of my arrival in 
Victoria, wus a tilting prelude to the hearty 
welcome which 1 have experienced on all 
sides during the pre-ent month, In addi- 
tion to the official reception in the Odd Fel- 
lows hall, I have had the advantage ot being 
personally introduced to a lingo proportion 
of the members of the Church at receptions, 
which have been arranged iu the several 
parishes. i his has been a decided help lo 
me in the dillicult position in which I tiod 
myself called to follow one who wan so true 
a friend to you all as my reverend prede- 
cessor. 

" It would bo impertinent of me, com- 
paratively a stranger, to attempt any analy- 
sis of the worth and character of Bishoji 
Hills, but I cannot refrain from baying that 
lo my mind he was an ideal pioneer Bishop, 
It is impossible to exaggerate the advantage 
which this Diocese lias had in the guidance 
of hiB firm hand during the past 33 years. 
Ho has, indeed, borne tho buideuund heat of 
the day, and cleared the Way for his suc- 
cessor. ' Ouu soweth and another reapeth.' 
May he be Bpared to seo hero on earth the 
development and growth of all that was ao 
dear to his heart in this Diocese, in which 
his name will never be forgotten. 

" During the interregnum of six months, 
you know better than 1 can tell you, the 
admirable way in which tho Venerable 
Archdeacon Scriven has administered the 
uflairs of the Diocese, and I shall leave it to 
one of you to propose that a recognition of 
his services shall bo enrolled upon the min- 
utes of the Synod. I shall never forget the 
great personal kinduess which ho has al- 
ready shown to me, and I am profoundly 
thankful to havo bucIi a fellow worker in 
tho ministry. 

" May I also add a single word of my ap- 
preciaiiouof the able and careful way in 
which the Liy Secretary, Mr. Baynes Reed, 
has put mo in possi ssiou of the details of the 
work of the Dioceso. 

" You are aware that one of tho last offi- 
cial acts of Bishop Hills was to appoint Canon 
Beanlanda as Rector of Christ Cnureh Cath- 
edral, which gives mo the distinct advan- 
tage of being set fn-o for a larger amount of 
general diocesiun work than otherwise I 
could possioly have hoped to undertake — 
the parishioners are to bs complimented up 
on tho appointment of one whom they 
have known for bo many jeurs and whom 
they can trust. 

"I have to ask your indulgence for being 
unable to present lo you Uieu.-ud stastis 
tics with regard to the spiritual work of the 
Diocese during the past year. On the othei 
hand I have been able to grasp with toler- 
able clearness the financial condition of 
affairs. 

"Tho endowments stand as a monument of 
the work of tho late Bishop, but there is a 
pressing need of increased subscriptions to 
the Mission kind of I ho D.oceae, ami I have 
to ask your most carelul attention to the 
report that will be presented to-day. The 
amount collected and subscribed cannot 
really represent the interest taken in the 
general work of ihe Church, and I earnestly 
trust that a special etlort may be made to 
clear off the present liabilities and consider 
ably to augment the amount annutlly col- 
lected. The basis and principle ot my work 
will, I hope, bo that of hearty co-operation 
with this Synod and its several committees. 
With the ever-increasing population 
new spheres of work must constantly 
offer 'h involves, but tor iho present we 
must ba content to strengthen tliu existing 
organization with increased support, or may 
be ablo to secure the help of one or moie 
itinerating oLrgyinen, who may visit the 
Boattend settlements in the ialau l itself 
and in the smaller islands with which wt 
are surrounded. 

" I have I n advised that tho present 

lould, unfort uu ito'y, not bo a good time to 
make ■» special appeal f.ir funds for the new 
cathedral. With the beautiful site, und 
with the other buddings erected, or soon 
to bo erected in Victoria, it ia quite, im 
possible, however, to think that it will be 
very loon before something di finite is done. 

"A very important resolution is tube laid 
be fore y"ii with regard to the meeting which 
will be held (D V ) in Toronto, in S -puni 
her, to consider thr question of iho c ui-oli- 
dui ion of tho Anglican Church in Can- 
ada. I hope i hat the subj 'ct will 
bo fully and can fully debated, ami I need 
hardly Bay that 1 shall cheerfully accept 
whatever decision is adopted by this Synod. 

" I have no special rehemes to-day to set 
before you for enlarging t be border of the 
Church, for deepening the spiritual life of 
the people, for delivering the message of 
the gospel to the Chinese und Indians in the 
Diocese We must all feel that "there re- 
mained vet very much land to be pos- 
sessed '( Joshua xiii i), und I assure you 
that it is iu my heart, and that I realize to 
the full the great responsibility of being 
culb d to have a Bhare iu such a work. 

"Need I add tint I hop,! to be the Bishop 
of no one particular parly in the Church, 
but to strive to enlist tho sympathy and 
support of all. 

" May tho Holy Spirit, of (iod guide us in 
our di liberations in this Synod, and help us 
to a truer devotion of ourselves, body, soul 
and spuit, to tho work which has been com 
nutted to us, and may wo ail "groiv in 
giace and in the knowltdge of our Lord und 
Saviour Jesus Christ."

PROSPEROUS ALBERNI. 

A Upturned Victorian Notes tho Progress 
which the Settlement is Making— Salmon 
iu the Somass-Panthers Plentiful. 

Mr. F B. Pemberton, who hus just re- 
turned from Alberui, reports everything 
looking very well in that thriving settle- 
ment, crops being good but backward, one 
cause being that the snow has not disap- 
peared yet from the neighboring hills, Mount 
Arrowsmith being pretty well covered with 
snow. The paper mill was progressing well, 
and the saw mill in connection with it was 
ready for operating unil was to start cutting 
on the 'JHdi inst, the first work on hand 
being lumber for tho mill itself. 

The salmon were up the Sotnass river in 
largo quantities, and some wero forcing 
their way up the Falls into .Sproat lake. A 
salmon ladder is to be placed at the falls by 
the Government, and a salmon cannery on 
this river would, without doubt, be a great 
success. 

Iu Sproat lake trout, fishing is vory good 
now, some reaching as high as four and live 
pounds, one resident (latching forty pounds 
iu one hour. Tho piles of tho old saw mill, 
that have been in the water about thirty 
years, uro us sound as ever below high water 
mark, tho teredo not living in tho semi- 
brackisb water. Above water the piles are 
not in the same sound condition. 

There arc four gangs of men at wort; on 
the road between Nanaimo and Alberni, 
doing really good work, improving the road 
immensely, in some places altering it alto- 
gether, Mr. Pemberton driving to and from 
Nanaimo each way in a day easily. 

Far back in the settlement panthers have 
been fairly plentiful, owing to the hard 
winter bringing them down. One resident 
on returning homo found a panther nibbing 
against his gate post. Taking a short cut 
to his house and securing his rifle, he bagged 
the panther not ono hundred yards away. 
Shortly before, he and another young friend 
wero rowing across the lake, and seeing an 
animal swimming towards shore made for it 
and found it to bo a very largo panther. 
As there was a strong breeze blowing, they 
did not succeed in hitting him before he 
lauded and retreated into a small cave near 
by. A rifle bullet fired into the cave and 
striking him brought him charging out, 
when ho received his roup dc grace.

Report of the Board of Health ou 
the Greatly Agitatal 
Question. 

The System Not Faultless but the 
Eest iu Existeuce at 
Present. 



Some Recommendations Which May 
Lead to Improvements— Carl- 
ton School. 



The eagerly expected and much talked ot 
report on tlio Smead-Dowd system by the 
committee of investigation is published 
herowith and cannot fail to impress all with 
its fullness, fairness and logical conclusions. 

Winnipeg, May 1G, 189X 
To Ihe. Chairman and Membera of Ihe. Pro- 
vincial Board of Health, Manitoba: 

GENTLEMEN: — The committee appointed 
by the Provincial Board of HeaUli, con- 
sisting of DrH. O'Donnell (chairman), Fer- 
guson, Jones and Mr. J. H. Brock, to eon 
eider the working of the Smead-Dowd sys- 
tem of heatii g, ventilation and dry closets 
existing in eomo of the Winnipeg schools, 
bog leave to report as follows : 

TUB CHEMICAL REPORT. 

(e.) The chemical evidence is supplied by 
Professor Kenrick, who examined t ho air 
upon two occasions. The report ia as fol- 
lows : 

St. John's College, 

Winnipeg, May 3, 1893. 
I beg to submit my report on the analysis 
of a sample of atmospheric air taken on the 
1st inst. in the North Central school of this 
city. 

The room chosen for the analysis hud a 
capacity of lli 01)0 cubic feet, and contained 
during the prog i ess of the analysis 40 per 
sons. The air was passed into the appara- 
tus for the space of one hour and a quarter, 
viz., from li to i 15 in the afternoon. 
During the first hour the children were iu 
the room, and tor the remaining quarter of 
an hour, the ventilator was closed as much 
as possible. While the analysis wus in 
course, the windows and doors wero kept 
shut. The temperature during the whole 
time remained remarkably constant, the 
thermometers at different parts of the room 
indicated the same temperature. The room 
remained free from the well-known otlor of 
a badly ventilated apartment. The air was 
taken from a point feet from the lloor, at 
the side of the room opposite to that con- 
taining the inlet for fresh air. 

The following are the results of the 
analysis : Cathou dioxide, 3.63 volumes per 
10,000 volumes of dry air ; water vapor, 
61.99 volumes per 10,000 volumes of dry 
air. 

The average amount of carbon dioxido in 
puro dry air is about .'! parts by volume per 
10,000, but may vary between the limit 2 4 
and 4 volumes. In an inhabited room the 
number of parts of carbon dioxide over and 
above 4 parts per 10,000, is commonly taken 
as the measure of tho organic contamination 
produced by respiration. The more ad- 
vanced sanitary authorities place the allow- 
able limit of exhaled carbon dioxide at 12 
parts per 10,000, making a total of li parts 
carbon dioxide per 10,000. It will be seen 
that tho above figures are below tho maxi- 
mum quantity of carbon dioxide found in 
normal pure air. 

The aqueous vapor in the air of the room 
was found to be very little in excess of that 



having 275 schools with tho Smead-Dowd 
system of heating, ventilation and closets in 
uho. Of this number 41 places, with 2,'jl 
schools, report favorably of tho system 
without qualification; the answer to qu s- 
tion No 5(" What satisfaction has it giveiT") 
bring one of the following : "Good, "Act- 
ing perfectly," "Giving general aatisfa" 
tion," "Very good," "Very best,'' "Excel- 
lent," "A No. 1," "First class," "Good in 
every respect," "Entirely satisfactory," and 
"Very sitis'actory." 

In heating and ventilating school rooms 
in our severe winter climate an ideal system 
is one which will avoid the necessity of 
opening doors, windows or transoms, und 
which will Bupply each pupil with not less 
than 1,500 cubic feet of fresh air every hour 
and which will remove a proportionately 
corresponding amount of foul air at the 
same tims. This should bo; accomplished 
without subjecting the pupils in the room 
to either drafts of cold air or puffs of super- 
heated air. A largo volume of moderately 
heated air should enter the room, thus se- 
curing u gradual rise of tho temperature 
With intelligent care and management tho 
Smead-Dowd system of heating and ventila- 
tion approaches a fulfillment of these re- 
quirements. 

MORE THAN* ANY OTHER SYSTEM Of WHICH 
VUr/B COMMITTEE HAS ANY KNOWLEDGE 
Your committee would consequently 
highly recommend to tho school board ot 
Winnipeg the adoption of this method ot 
heating and ventilation. 

Prof. Kenrick'a analysis of the air in two 
school rooms, showing in one case 3.63 vols 
anil the other 7 .'IS vols, of carbon dioxide in 
10,01 vols, ol air, is a ll.it contradiction to 
the assertion that tho foul air is retained in 
tho school rooms. The presence of dioxide 
in exact quantity, is settled by the evidence 
of t he public analyst. 

A board in the flooring of the upper hall 
of tho Carlton school was lifted up and 
there was no sign of the wood being " car- 
bonized," nor was there any accumulation 
of dust particles. This part of the building 
cannot, therefore, be a source of danger, so 
far as fire is concerned, iu the manner al- 
leged hy one of the witnesses who appeared 
before your committee. 

The public mind being exercised regard- 
ing genus issuing from the ventilating shaft, 
and thus being a possible danger to the 
health of the surrounding community, the 
committee desire to make a few statements. 
The presumably healthy excretu of our 
school children do not generate tho germs 
of specific diseases. The only disease which 
can be so disseminated after infinite dilu- 
tion in the air would bo typhoid fever and 
tuberculosis. The former germ is usually 
swallowed from contaminated drinking 
water, hence Micro is more positive danger 
from the germ-laden fieces of a single ty- 
phoid patient being deposited in tho ordin- 
ary pit closet so commonly used all over the 
city of Winnipeg. This is a positivo dan- 
ger, whereas in the event of a possible case 
attending our school it is a speculative one. 
In all our investigation not ono caso has 
been reported. In regard to tho deposit of 
the tuberculosis fieoes in the closets of our 
Bchools, a hardly possible event, the chance 
of danger to tho community is absolutely 
infinitesmalJin contrast to the widespread 
difiiusion of the germs from the sputum of 
a single phthisical patient walking on tho 
streets of Winnipeg.— Winnipeg Daily Tri- 
bune, May 25, 1893.

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Slough Cuekk, B.C., Juuo 23.— Having 
heard that Mr. N. F. Sargent, secretary of 
tho Slough Creek Mining company, and ono 
of tho best known business, mon of Tacoma, 
was on hia way up tho road with the inten- 
tion of personally inspecting tho workings 
of his company, your correspondent thought 
it a fitting opportunity of again paying a 
visit to Slough creek. 

This morning, in company with Mr. Sar- 
gent, Mr. Ramos, general superintendent, 
and tho foreman of tho works, Mr. Harry 
Woolcock,I again went over tho extensive 
property owned by this company. It was a 
beautiful morning, and tho view down the 
valley through which Slough creek runs, 
was magnificent. Everything had taken on 
a greener and fresher appearance than dur- 
ing my visit of a mouth ago, indicating that 
summer had surely put in its appearance. 

During tho heavy freshet of the early 
part of tho month, tho company's grounds 
were threatened and it was feared that the 
water would cut too far into tho bank of the 
creek. Ill order to obviate this danger a 
bulkhead 700 teot in length was built. This 
bulkhead is constructed of* doublu rows of 
heavy timbers, filled in with brush and 
gravel; it is three feet in height and capable 
of withstanding the heaviest freshot. By 
this means tho stream haa been diverted 
from its old courao into a uew channel cut 
through tho scrub and brush, and ia entirely 
prevented from any interference with the 
company's woiks. 

After view ing tho bulkhead we proceeded 
to where the drain empties into Slough 
creek.

The object of this long tunnel will bo ob 
vious to anyono acquainted with mining.

In nearly all deep diggings 
the surface water is tho hardest thing thi 
miner has to contend with, with tho ono ex 
eeption of the Nemesis, alum. By draining 
the water off in this way it is permanently 
disposed of, and the cost of putting in ex 
pensive pumping machinery is done away 
with until a much greater depth ia readied, 
and even when it is found necessary to put 
in a pump, tho cost of raising tho water iB 
very materially lessened. 

After disguising ourselves as miners we 
entered tho tunnel and traversed it for a 
distance of l,i"00 feet to the present work- 
ings. The tunnel is strongly and tightly 
built, and all t hrough shows the workmuu- 
ahip of men who are thoroughly acquainted 
with their business. It is like a very long 
box, and is four feet by five and a half feet 
in tho clear. The posts and c.ips are thick 
ly set, being of fcix inch timbers placed on 
mud sills.

It 
was noticed chut, in several instances, foi 
short distances the timberH were much mon 
thickly set On inquiry, Mr. VVooioock in 
formed us that the ground in these place- 
was much more difficult to work, by reason 
of alum. Another feature that attracted 
our attention was that the last 300 ftet ol 
the tunnel was floored with lagging. This, 
we were informed, wus an entirely new fea- 
turo in tunnelling, and overcomes ever) 
difficulty « ith alum 

The working shaft is now down thirty 
two feet, and will be continued through to 
the clay llxS feet, and 5x8 feet to the bed 
rock, when the drain tunnel is completed, 

The jetting machine used by the company 
in determining the location und depth of 
the old channel, showed that out of a total 
depth of 245) feet, there were forty-five fei-t 
of pay gravel ou bed rock, and above th:s 
160 feet of clay. This is tho first instance 
that one of these machines has been used m 
placer mining, either in this: country or any 
other, and although an experiment, it, has 
proved an unqualified success, and diggings 
can now be practically tested at a com- 
paratively small cost.

HE HAD KILLED HIS MEN. 




Kennedy, the Reed Island Murderer, 
Boasts That O'Connor Was His 
Fourth Victim. 



His Contradictory Versions of the 
Shooting — Prospect of His 
Immediate Capture. 



It is expected that word will bo received 
to-day from the posse, under Constable An- 
derson, who started Wednesday morning 
in pursuit of tho Reed Island murderer. It 
is presumed that they have tho steamer 
Stella at their command aud us Reed Island, 
which lies cloae to Valdes, ita big neighbor, 
is only 45 miles from Comox, the chase 
should not be a long one. 

J. Burns and A. Cameron, loggers of 
White Rock Bay, Deer Passage, on Heed 
Island, in a letter received yesterday, give 
the following story of tho crime : 

" Ou Saturday afternoon, the '2 -Ith inst,, 
a sloop oame into camp and anchored with 
one man and dog on board. The man gave 
his name us Kennedy. He came on shore, 
bringing a bottle of whiskey and a b.ittlo of 
champagne with him, and stayed that 
night. Wo went out hunting und returned 
Sunday night, going to bed without knowing 
of any trouble. When in bed a logger named 
Henehly called to us that ' O'Connor haa 
been shot by Kennedy.' We got up and 
looked at tho dying man and put him in 
Burns' bed. 

"He did not die till daylight. Tho de- 
ceased was a native of Ontario, Rideau 
River or Templeton. We are going to bury 
him this (Tuesday ) afternoon, getting as- 
sistance from Taylor's camp. 

" The man Kennedy is well armed, hav- 
ing four revolvers und three Bhot guns. Ho 
is 5 feet S or 10 inches tall, dark complexion, 
v. ith moustache und aide whiskers, dressed 
in long boots, black pant.-, grey shirt und 
black toft hat. Ilia is a small sloop, about 
10 feet long. 

" O'Connor was shot in the right breast 
The cause of the quarrel was of trifling 
Value. Kennedy put a $5 bii in hia vest pocket 
and put hia dog on the vest, telling O'Con- 
nor if he could get the $5 from his vest 
without hutting the dog be could have it 
O'Connor frightened the dog away und took 
the 85, but it cost him his life. Kenned) 
became very angty, and one word led ti 
another until Kennedy fired the fatal shot." 

The following particulars nf the case were 
received by superintendent Hussey by wire 
yesterday : 

"A man going by the name of Bi n Ken- 
nedy came to a logging Damp on Reed 
Island on Saturday ui>>hr, the 24th, in an 
open bout, painted White with a broad 
bl tok stripe. He hud a cargo of whiskej, 
two Winchesters, three shotguns und two te 
vol vers, apparently new. 

'There were live men in the cabin on 
Sunday, all the worse tor liquor, apparently.
